1 . BERNARD WEINRAUB IN JUNE 1 NEW YORK TIMES SAID U.S. SOON 
"WILL QUIETLY PASS NEW - AND COMPLICATING - MILESTONE IN 
ARMS RACE BY DEPLOYING MORE ACCURATE AND POWERFUL WARHEAD 
CAPABLE OF DESTROYING SOVIET MISSILES IN THEIR SILOS." 

WEINRAUB SAID AIR FORCE IN OCTOBER WILL START INSTALLING 
IMPROVED GUIDANCE SYSTEM IN ITS MINI ITF.MAN-THRF.F. LAND-BASED 
MISSILE FORCE, AND IN 1979 NEW AND POWERFUL 12A WARHEAD 
WILL BE PLACED ATOP EACH MISSILE. NEW WARHEAD, WEINRAUB 
SAID, WILL HAVE 80 PERCENT CHANCE OF DESTROYING ANY 
HARDENED TARGET, IN CONTRAST WITH 20 PERCENT "KILL PROBA- 
BILITY" OF CURRENT WARHEAD. WEINRAUB POINTED OUT THAT 
ALTHOUGH ACDA DIRECTOR WARNKE HAS SAID 12A WAS POTENTIALLY 
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DESTABILIZING FACTOR, HE EXPRESSED HOPE THAT AGREEMENT 
COULD BE REACHED ON NEW ARMS TREATY BEFORE WARHEAD WAS DE- 
PLOYED. "WHAT HAS DISQUIETED SOVIET UNION - AS WELL AS 
AMERICAN CRITICS OF PENTAGON'S PLAN TO DEPLOY 12A - IS 
FEAR THAT REFITTED MINI ITF.MAN-THRF.F. MISSILE WOULD SERVE AS 
DESTABILIZING FORCE THAT WOULD ACCELERATE ARMS RACE," 

WEINRAUB SAID. "PENTAGON OFFICIALS AND SOME LIBERALS SAY 
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THAT IMPROVING AMERICAN CAPACITY MATCHES GROWING SOVIET 
STRENGTH AND THAT FAILURE BY U.S. TO DEPLOY NEW MISSILE 
WOULD HOBBLE' WHATEVER BALANCE 

U.S. RETAINS IN STRATEGIC ARMS." WEINRAUB SAID DEPLOYMENT 
ISSUE HAS STIRRED SOME DEBATE, BUT BREAKTHROUGH - AND ITS 
POTENTIAL NEGATIVE IMPACT ON ARMS LIMITATION - "HAS FAILED 
SO FAR TO GENERATE SUBSTANTIAL OPPOSITION IN CONGRESS." 

HE SAID "IT IS UNCLEAR NOW, IF AT ALL, PLANNED DEPLOYMENT 
OF 12A WARHEAD WOULD BE AFFECTED BY ADOPTION OF VARIOUS 
STRATEGIC ARMS PROPOSALS ADVANCED BY CARTER ADMINISTRA- 
TION."
